Ile was White house clerk when 
President Lincoln was in the execu­ 
tive mans’, n. and he wrote a number 
of letters fur Lincoln on the good 
Friday or, which tile latter was as­ 
sassinated. 
He i'' the author of the 
biography of Lincoln and of several 
^tories of reminiscences. 
Sims had been drinking 
heavily. 
Ile explained in a quavering voice 
that he was under the doctor’s care 
and took whisky as a medicine.

was the enactment of the “sliding scale gas law.” 
Colliers W eekly thus 


describes the law and its workings: 


“This act creates in effect a partnership between the gas com 


pany and the people— a partnership in which the people will reap 


an ever-increasing share of the profits. 
Ninety cents per thousand 


feet, the present price of gas, is declared to be 
a standard maxi­ 


mum price, and seven per cent, which is one per cent less than the 


present rate of dividend, is declaied to be the standard dividend. 


The company is prohibited from paying more’ than seven per cent 


dividend unless or until one year after it shall have reduced the 


price of gas below ninety cents, and then may increase the rate of 


dividend above seven per cent at the rate of one per cent for every 


five cent reduction. 
The immediate effect of the act is to reduce 


the dividend by one per cent, and will be to reduce the price of gas 


to eighty-five cents, the company expecting that at the end of a 


year it will be able to restore the dividend 
to 
eight 
per 
cent 


Eighty-five cent gas, which she expects to get July 1, is, for Bos­ 


ton, cheaper than eighty cents in New York. 
A t the rate of gas 


consumption now prevailing, the five-cent reduction in price rep­ 


resents a saving to the people equivalent in amount to about one 


per cent dividend on the capital, but further reduction in price is 


only possible through largely increasing sales, and it is expected 


that within a few years the consumption 
of gas will largely 
in­ 


crease. 
With doubling the present consumption the people would 


save in reduced price twice as much as the 
stockholders 
would 


gain in increased dividends. 
It is expected that the price of gas 


will be reduced to seventy-five cents within a few years.*’ 


Thus Boston is assured of obtaining gas at a figure as low as is com­ 


mensurate with an always fair and never excessive 
profit on 
the 
actual 


money invested by the gas company. There can be no dodging or manipu 


lation, for the valuation and the capitalization are fixed and bear a mathe­ 


matically proper relation to each other. 
The gas company management 
- I is taken ou« of politics, and purer government as well as cheaper gas is 


assured 
The Boston method was originated after that city had been the 


scene of a system of gas robbery as famous as the Boston beans.
